wrere no less curious than those out 
of which grew the name of Rolla. 
The city of Sedalia 
wats 
both 
founded and named by Gen. George 
ll. iSmith, who was a distinguished 
citizen 
of 
Missouri 
during 
tho 
years of the civil war and the pe­ 
riods immediately before and after 
that struggle. 
He was a Virginian 
by birth and a Kentuckian by up­ 
bringing; as a young man he came 
to Missouri and settled at George­ 
town, which is three miles north of 
the present city of Sedalia. 
He 
was prominent both in politics and 
business, and was instrumental in 
the building of the Missouri Pa* 
cit ic railway from St. Louis to Kan­ 
sas City during the fifties of the 
last century.

Good social position is considered 
most important by

portance. 
Congeniality 
and 
good 
treat­

'I he suffrage leaders announced 
the picketing would be maintained 
front lo o’clock each morning until 
6 o’clock in the evening.

wage conditions in various business 
centers of the middle west in the 
year just ended has brought out a 
somewhat diversified situation, the 
trend moving toward inc leased pay 
for labor of nearly all kinds in most 
quarters, but standing almost still 
in a few others. 
In Illinois there were substantial 
wage advances: in 
many lines of 
industry, particularly iron m anufac­ 
turing, 
lumber 
working, 
clothing 
making, printing, leather handling 
and m anufacture of harvesting m a­ 
chinery. 
I he iron workers got batter than 
a JO per cent raise during the year. 
First cam e a IO per ce n t advance, 
then another IO per cent raise and 
finally a third upliftof IO per cent 
more, each raise being calculated 
on the salary total made bv pre 
vious raises. 
T he iron workers in­ 
cluded molders, open 
hearth 
fur­ 
nace operators and other employes 
in sim ilar labors in Chicago, East 
St. Louis, Rockford, Peoria, Moline, 
Rock Island and Waukeegan.
